The regular schedule of ac- 
counts was turned over to the 
Finance Committee for approval 
and payment. 

Councillor Hamilton asked the :

erection of various signs, i.e. 
school crossing, watch for child- 
ren, etc. Nothing was passed on 
the matter. | 

A letter was received from Don 
Simpson, Napanee, in regards to 
purchasing lots 67, 68 and 69 on 
the east side of Pearl Street. 
Council passed that this parcel of 
land be sold for $500.00 with an 
agreement that a home be erect- 
ed within a specified length of 
time. 

Councillor Layfield advised 
council that signs 6' x 10' at the 
entrance and exit of Town could 
be purchased for the price of 
$125.00 each. 

Councillor Gordanier gavé the 
monthly Police Activity Report 
for the month of Febryary. 

Councillor McCullough, Chair- 
man of Property, presented a let- 
ter of offer to purchase the old 
high school property for the sum 
of $3,000. The matter was left 
over until the March Iéth meeting 
in order that the property commit 
tee may make a deeper investig- 
ation into the proposal.

Indian Affairs Now 
Under Citizenship 


Responsibility for Indian Af- 
fairs will be transferred from John 
Yaremko, minister of social and 
family services, tothe department 
of Citizenship under Robert Welch 
a cabinet spokesman saidrecently 

Mr. Yaremko's handling of 
Indian affairs was severely criti- 
cized last year. 

He faced the biggest storm of 
his 19 years in the legislature 
last May when seven of the ten 
top officials of the Indian devel- 
opment branch resigned to pro- 
test government policies. 

The cabinet spokesman did not 
say when the portfolio switch 
would be completed. 

After the resignation last May 
opposition members said Mr. Yar- 
emko's department had failed to 
spend $1,000,000 of the $1,400, 
000 allotted as the provincial 
budget for Indian programs in 
1968. 

Mr. Yaremko had said the 
province was hamstrung in its 
Indian programs until Ottawa 
and Toronto decide whether the

Ontario apples. 
Apple Butter 

8 pounds apples 
2 cups water 
54 cups granulated sugar 
| tbsp. ground cinnamon 
Id tsps. ground cloves 
| tsp. ground allspice 

Wash apples; do not peel or 
core. Remove stems and cut ap- 
ples in quarters. Place in kettle 
with water, cover and cook un- 
til apples are soft. Rub apples 
through a sieve. There should be| 
about 10 cups of apple pulp. 

Combine sugar and spices. 
Add to apple pulp, stirring until 
sugar dissolves. Return to heat 
and allow to simmer gently for 
one hour, partly uncovered, stir 
ring frequently. When thick, 
pour immediately into sterilized 
jars, and seal at once with melt- 
ed paraffin wax. 


WHAT NOT TO FREEZE 


Not all foods can be frozen. 
While most foods freeze success- 
fully, say home economists, Mac- 
donald Institute, University of 
Guelph, check this list of what 
not to freeze. 

Mayonnaise - or foods con- 
taining mayonnaise; custard pies; 
cream puddings, cream fillings; 
cream (but whipped cream can 
be frozen); cream cheese alone; 
gelatin desserts or salads, unless 
they are whipped; whites of 
hard-cooked eggs; salad greens 
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and vegetables that are eaten 

raw - lettuce, celery, radishes 

tomatoes, cucumber.

A serious breakdown has occurred in the relationship between the teachers and 
trustees of your School Board. The situation is so grave that the future of Catholic 
Education in the two Counties is seriously threatened. 


A major difference of opinion regarding the 1969-70 proposed salary agreement 
led to 89% of the teachers submitting their resignations to their Provincial rep- 
resentatives last November. 


This action resulted in a mediation meeting being held between teacher and board 
representatives on November 23. The meeting proved most cordial and amiable 
and resulted in an agreement to set up a teacher - trustee committee whose duty 
was, in part, to examine and bring forward recommendations to the Board on the 
definition of levels (the definition of levels, or salary classificaton of teachers, was 
the rogjor point in the dispute). 


On the strength of this agreement the teachers’ resignations were not filed with 
the Board on the legal resignation date of November 30. 


On December 17 the teacher -trustee committee come to unanimous agreement 
regarding the main definition of levels. 


On February 3, the Board announced that it unanimously rejected the teacher- 
trustee committee’s recommendations on definition of levels for the year 1969-70. 
It is to be noted that the Board members who voted in favor of these levels in 
the teacher -trustee committee voted against them at the full board meeting. 


The teachers believe that the Board in refusing to accept the Committee's recom- 
mendations is in breach of the spirit of the agreement reached at the mediation 
meeting of November 23. 


They wonder if the Board’s seemingly co-operative attitude of November 23 meet- 
ing was not a device to delay the filing of resignations withthe Board beyond the 
legal resignation date. 


They are of the opinion that they would be unfit to teach their pupils the 
principles of honesty and fair play if they did not stand up for their own rights 
and expect the members of the Board to honor their obligations.

Frozen Food Facts 


Should prepared dishes like 
casseroles be thawed before 
heating? Generally, it is safer 
to heat these dishes without thaw- 
ing, even though they will take 
longer to reheat. Home econom-| 

ts, Macdonald Institute, Univ- 
ersity of Guelph, suggest that 
when precooking casseroles for 
freezing, slightly undercook them 
so when reheating there is less 
* tendency to overcook top or 
sides. If the casserole dish can- 


not withstand sudden temperature 


changes from freezer to oven, do 
not preheat oven before putting 
the dish in the oven. 


Freezer wrappings may be re-|] 


moved easily from frozen meat by 
immersing meat in hot water for 
afew minutes. Food experts, 
Macdonald Institute, University 
of Guelph, say that any surface 
color changes caused by this 
method do not affect the quality. 
Ordinary butcher paper or 
waxed paper should not be used 
for wrapping frozen foods when 
they are to be stored for more 
than three days. These materials 
are not sufficiently moisture- 
proof, and can cause freezer 
burn and a lowering of food qua- 
lity. The best freezer packaging 
materials, say home economists,

A policy of complete integro- 
tion of college programs and ad= 
ult retraining courses has been ad- 
opted by Loyalist College Board 
of Governors, Chairman Frank 
Rabel of Frankford announced 
following a special meeting at 
the College last Thursday night. 

"In adopting this approach we 
are convinced we are following 
a course that is in the best inter- 
ests of the College and the entire 
community which Loyalist serves", 
Mr. Rabel said.

Deep Frying Facts 

Deep fried foods are quick 
and delicious if you follow these 
guides from home economists, 
Macdonald Institute, University 
of Guelph. 

Equipment -- 

Fryer: Use a straight=sided 
saucepan that is light and easily 
handled, with a removable wire 
basket for lowering food into fat. 
With this type of pan, use a deep 
fat thermometer to determine the 
exact temperature of fat or oil. 

Automatic Deep Fryer: An 
electric fryer simplifies frying 
because it automatically main- 
tains the desired temperature. In 
using it, follow the manufactur- 
er's directions and timetable. 

Fat or Salad Oil: Use any 
shortening or salad oil except 
butter, margorine, or olive oil. 

Method -- 

Use enough fat to cover food 
completely but leave at least 4 
inches between surface of fat 
and top of kettle, so fat will not 
bubble over during Frying. 

\Gradually heat fat to desired 
temperature. IF you do not have 
athermometer, use this bread 
test: drop a l-inch cube of day~ 

old bread intohot fat, then note 
the time it takes to brown. At 
370°F, it will brown in 60 sec- 
onds; at 375°F, in 40 seconds; 
ot 390°F, in 20 seconds. 

When fat reaches the desired 
temperature, lower food gently 
into heated fat using wire basket,

Always bring fat 
back to the desired temperature 
before adding second batch. Skim 
off loose food particles to prevent 
smoking. 

After each use, cool fata 
little, then pour through a strain~ 
er lined with cheesecloth, intoa 
metal container. Cool, cover, 
and store in the refrigerator.

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Credit Essential 
In Business 


by T. Wayne Martin. 

Credit is now considered as 
one of the tools used in business 
but at one time it was felt that it 
was bad to borrow. Credit is so 
important in our lives today, that 
using the right amount in the 
right way at the right time can 
determine success. With the con- 
cern today about high interest 
rates, and the inflationary trends 
we should understand fully when 
and where credit should be used, 
and what credit is actually cost - 
ing us. 

Many people do not select the 
correct repayment schedule on a 
loan. If a loan is paid too rapid- 
ly, a business may run into dif- 
ficulty when insufficient operat- 
ing capital is available at a later 
date. Similarly, the individual 
who has committed too large a 
part of his salary to repaying cre- 
dit may find himself in difficulty 
if an unexpected emergency oc- 
curs requiring extra money. This 
is all too often the case where 
illness occurs. 

The actual cost of credit is al- 
so important. Consumer protec- 
tion legislation requires that the 
interest rate be revealed to the 
borrower. However, the interest 
rate quoted can mean two diffe- 
rent things, depending on how 
it's applied. Simple or actual 
interest is charged on the unpaid 
balance. Add-on or installment 
interest is added to the purchase 
price and you pay interest on the 
original amount of the loan throu- 
ghout the repayment period. In 
this case, after the first payment 
you are paying interest on money 
already paid back. Add - on or 
installment interest almost doubles 
the cost of credit. 

For example on a $ 1,200.00 
loan repayable in 12 monthly pay- 
ments, 7% simple interest totals 
$ 45.50. The 7% add-on interest 
totals $84.00 or expressed 
terms of simple interest this now 
becomes 12.9 %, Service charges 
insurance on a loan all add tothe 
cost of the loan.
